For example, the student mcy decide 
after reeding the pre-ossessment procedures that he is competent in 
that area. He may then complete the entire pre-assessment and discuqa 
tho recults with the instructor. The instructor will then be able to 
verify the student's competence. 

A cccond choice is possible if the student feels unsure of the material 
M presented in the pre-assessment. He can then skip the pre-acsencment 
cjQd coi;;>lete the module stop by step, including the poot-aGGeocmcnt

General objectives of Module Cluster 

The purpose of this module cluster is to develop or increase the student' 
awareness of selected abiding issues related to education facing the 
state of New Jersey and tlie nation. This module is desi, ned to further 
develop his thinking and analysis skills as related to the issues. 
Tt attempts to tie' the lai'ge Issue to the student's particular teach- 
ing situation in an effort to provide both cognitive and emotional 
"relevance" . 



Module Cluster Rationale" 

This module cluster assumes that the student will, in the future, play 
an active role as both a teacher and citizen; that ae will make de- 
cisions such as voting choices based on infonnation and an assessment 
of that information as it relates to what he values. It assumes that _ 
opinions held by individuals vaiy in quality and that the odds for holding 
a "valid" opinion increase markedly vrhen the person holding the opinion 
has based it on a stutly of ihe facts involved and the relationship of 
the facts involved. 

The module attempts to place the study of large issues in such a manner 
that they bear as closely as possible on the current life of the student 
in order to make the module have personal interest and meaning.
